With the German at his side on 


the lawn of the Florida White 
House grounds, Nixon told 
reporters: 


"Ambassador 
Kennedy's 


presence in Brussels as former 
secretary of the Treasury, 
current Cabinet member, and 
the President's personal envoy 


represents an 
unprecedented 


level 
of 
standing 
U. 
S. 


representation in Europe em- 
phasizing the priority which the 
administration 
attaches to 


materially strengthening U. S.- 
European economic, political 
and military relations." 


Kennedy, 66, will continue as 


an ambassador at large, the 
generally undefined post he has 
held since he resigned his 
Treasury position just over a 
year ago. 
There had been no permanent 


U.S. ambassador to NATO since 
April when Robert Ellsworth 


resigned. 


In many respects what the 


President had to say about the 
Kennedy appointment sym- 
bolized all aspects of the Brandt 
conference. 


The main stress, as explained 


by officials of both govern- 
ments, was on the importance of 
maintaining the U. S. support of 
the European alliance, including 
continuation of the 300,000-man 
American military force on the 
continent. 


And both leaders said there

Bids Are Awarded 
For County items

SAIGON (AP) — The heaviest 


air attack on North Vietnam in 
more than three years ended 
today after more than 1,000 
combat strikes in five days, the 
U. S. Command announced. 


Three U. S. planes were lost, 


five fliers listed as missing and 
one was rescued, the command 
said. North Vietnam claimed 14 
U. S. planes were shot down and 
a number of pilots killed or 
captured. 


The U. S. Command said one 


Air Force F4 Phantom was lost 
Sunday and its crewmen are 
listed as missing. It said two 
Navy planes from carriers in the 
Tonkin gulf, an F4 and an A6, 
went down today, and only one 
crewman of the A6 was rescued. 


An earlier announcement 


today said only one plane was 
downed during the five days of 


raids. A spokesman said an- 
nouncement of the other two 
losses was delayed until the 
search for their crews was 
completed. 


The U. S. armada of some 350 


planes and other aircraft at- 
tacked MIG Air Bases, surface- 
to-air missilp sites, antiaircratt 
artillery batteries, air defense 
radar sites and fuel and supply 
depots 
between 
the 


demilitarized zone and the 20th 
parallel of latitude. The nor- 
thernmost attacks were about 80 
miles south of Hanoi. 


Hundreds of other missions 


were flown by support aircraft 
including fighters escorting the 
bombers to protect them against 
MIG interceptors, electronic 
planes to jam the enemy radar, 
command and control aircraft, 
reconnaissance planes and 
rescue helicopters. 


It was the biggest attack on 


North Vietnam and the deepest 
penetration since the bombing 
halt on Nov. 1, 1968. 


"The strikes were terminated 


at 3:36 p.m. today," the U. S. 
Command said in a statement. 
"A damage assessment review 
is in progress. When information 
becomes available, additional 
details will be provided. We 
have nothing further to add at 
this time." The sharp escalation 
in the air war began Sunday, one 
week after five U. S. planes 
were

operations along the border 
between North Vietnam and 
Loas.

One American Dead 
In Vietnam Action 
TO Bum That tree 


SAIGON (AP) — The U.S. 


Command announced today that 
one American was reported 
killed in action in Vietnam last 
week, the lowest weekly toll in 
nearly seven years. 


A spokesman, Maj. Chester 


Hanson, said it was the lowest 
toll since the week ending March 
1,1965, when no Americans were 
reported killed in action This 
was just before the big U.S. 
troop buildup started. 


The weekly casualty sum- 


mary today was the 12th in 
succession to report less than 10 
American combat dead. Last 
week the total was seven. 


The U.S. Command also an- 


nounced that five Americans 


died last week of nonhostile 
causes and 29 were wounded in 
action. There were 15 nonhostile 
deaths and the week before.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


nation's 
b;r»h 
rate

dramatically this year to one of 
the lowest levels in history, a 
preliminary estimate by the 
Census Bureau shows 


Population experts are puz- 


zled by the sharp decline smr-p 
an increase in the birth rate had 
been expected in 1971. Whatever 
the cause, they are hopeful it 
represents more than just a 
short-term phenomenon 


According to the estimate, the 


rate dropped to 17 3 births per 
thousand people, a dramatic dip 
over the 18 3 births per thousand 
recorded in 1970 The rate is 
based on an estimated 3.591,000 
births this year 


Although final figures won't 


be in until February or March, 
Census officials are now almost 
certain 
th.-.r 
preliminary 


estimates wii! be borne out m 
the final count since the birth 
figureL- for .'anuary through 
October are known to be well 
below last year's rate 


Not since the years of the 


Depression during the 1930s has

the birth rate been so low But 
the 1971 estimated rate, even 
with a decline, still implies 
continued growth of the U S. 
population 


Census officials are cautious 


about trying to interpret what 
th<> 1971 decline means, lest they 
be caught by a sudden upsurge

But they suspect it means that 


either women have decided to 
have smaller families or have 
postponed 
plans 
for 
more 


children for various reasons, 
such as the state of the nat-onal 
economy and fears of 5uch 
things as inflation and ;uiem- 
ployment 


Population 
experts 
are 


reluctant because the birth rate 
figures are still preliminary and 
the detailed breakdowns needed 
to make analysis are not yet 
available 


"I don't know why," said Dr 


Murray Gendell, director of 
Georgetown University's Center 
for Population Research. "It's a 
real puzzle. We need much more 
detailed information "

Birth Rote Drops; 
Baffles The Experts 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) — The 
lation’s 
birth 
rate 
fell 
Iramatically this year to one of 
he lowest levels in history, a 
>reliminary estimate by 
the 
Census Bureau shows. 
Population experts are puz- 
:led by the sharp decline since 
in increase in the birth rate had 
>een expected in 1971. Whatever 
he cause, they are hopeful it 
epresents more than just a 
hort-term phenomenon. 
According to the estimate, the 
ate dropped to 17.3 births per 
housand people, a dramatic dip 
>ver the 18.3 births per thousand 
■ecorded in 1970. The rate is 
>ased on an estimated 3,591,000 
)irths this year. 
Although final figures won’t 
ye in until February or March, 
Census officials are now almost 
:ertain 
their 
prelim inary 
istimates will be borne out in 
he final count since the birth 
igures for January 
through 
Jctober are known to be well 
)elow last year’s rate. 
Not since the years of the 
depression during the 1930s has 


the birth rate been so low. But 
the 1971 estimated rate, even 
with a decline, still 
implies 
continued growth of the U. S. 
population. 
Census officials are cautious 
about trying to interpret what 
the 1971 decline means, lest they 
be caught by a sudden upsurge 
in 1972. 
But they suspect it means that 
either women have decided to 
have smaller families or have 
postponed 
plans 
for 
more 
children for various reasons, 
such as the state of the national 
economy 
and fears 
of 
such 
things as inflation and unem­ 
ployment. 
Population 
experts 
are 
reluctant because the birth rate 
figures are still preliminary and 
the detailed breakdowns needed 
to make analysis are not yet 
available. 
“ I don’t know why,” said Dr. 
M urray Gendell, 
director 
of 
Georgetown University’s Center 
for Population Research. “ It ’s a 
real puzzle. We need much more 
detailed information.”

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Who Looks Out For Us ? 


There's a situation that calls for attention other than the dif- 


ficulty facing a poor man running for public office and of the undue 
influence likely to be exerted by campaign backers. That is that 
anyone unless he is very rich, will expect to get back any money he 
spends on getting elected and staying in office. We are not talking 
about graft and payoffs. But it is plain that unless there is some 
such irregular source of funds, a person of moderate means must 
get a salary large enough to cover his personal and family expenses 
and to reimburse him for campaign costs. 


Not only the initial campaign and any subsequent pre-election 


campaigns must be paid for, there must be added to that the cost of 
the constant flow of reports and publicity material which many 
office holders direct to news media and to their constituents. Those 
costs must necessarily show up in our taxes, either direct or hid- 
den. 


Office holders are not unique in that, either Government 


agencies often send out a large amount of unasked material, some 
of it useful to the public, some of it with a promotion? > slant of 
doubtful value. Then there are the brochures and other publicity 
vehicles utilized by the public utilities. To the extent that they are 
reporting their activities and their plans, they are justitied. The 
public does have an interest in them. But since they are nearlv all 
monopolies and are not regulated directly by competition, the 
amount that they spend and that the customers have to pay for can 
be held down only by the government regulating bodies, which 
don't appear to apply much restraint. 


In all these areas, it is a matter of degree, of extent. In the case 


of candidates, it is essential that the voters know who and what they 
are voting for. It is probable that the press may need sup- 
plementing during the campaigns. At times and in some places, it 
may be necessary also that after election those elected supplement 
the newspaper and television report. And so it may go for govern- 
ment agencies and the public utilities. But as things stand, there is 
no limit controlled by those of us who must in the end pay the bills 


The office holders, the agency officials, the utilities all look out 


for themselves. Who looks out for us?

My advice to the people of

from 
political 


pressures applied to them and 
not from sound and intelligent 
judgment. There is political 
friction within the Board and 
this affects the well-being and 
economy of this County and its 
people. This is not right. 


Right now, the Board is 


refusing to support the Com- 
munity Action Agency. This 
agency is bringing jobs and 
federal funds to the County — 
not from county property taxes, 
but fiom federal income taxes. 
Tne Community Action Agency 
presents an opportunity to bring 
some of this money back to this 
County. One might say: "Well, it 
still comes from taxes." This is 
true, bu^ right now these funds 
are appropriated and if they 
don't go to this County, they will 
go elsewhere. 


One board member has stated 


"This is a county town and we 
don't want it changed." What 
does this mean? That we don t 
want federal agencies? Maybe 
we should get rid of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, the 
U.S. ForestServio , a;id the new 
federal work program, etc 


It was also stated that "if I 


don't have control, I don't want 
anything to do with it." The 
Community Action Agency is 
controlled 
by a Board of 


Directors The membership of 
this Board of Directors is made 
up as follows: 1-3 Board of 
Supervisors representatives, 1-3 
low-income people, and 1-3 
representatives from other 
concerned agencies. This ap- 
pears to me to be a good cross 
section of control. Why 
the 


Board of Supervisors, which is 
composed of four ranchers and 
one retired businessman, should 
have complete control of this 
agency or the county in general 
is a mystery to me.

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Who Looks Out For Us ? 


There’s a situation that calls for attention other than the dif­ 
ficulty facing a poor man running for public office and of the undue 
influence likely to be exerted by campaign backers. That is that 
anyone, unless he is very rich, will expect to get back any money he 
spends on getting elected and staying in office. We are not talking 
about graft and payoffs. But it is plain that unless there is some 
such irregular source of funds, a person of moderate means must 
get a salary large enough to cover his personal and family expenses 
and to reimburse him for campaign costs. 


Not only the initial campaign and any subsequent pre-election 
campaigns must be paid for; there must be added to that the cost of 
the constant flow of reports and publicity material which many 
office holders direct to news media and to their constituents. Those 
costs must necessarily show up in our taxes, either direct or hid­ 
den. 


Office holders are not unique in that, either. Government 
agencies often send out a large amount of unasked m aterial, some 
of it useful to the public, some of it with a promotional slant of 
doubtful value. Then there are the brochures and other publicity 
vehicles utilized by the public utilities. To the extent that they are 
reporting their activities and their plans, they are justified. The 
public does have an interest in them. But since they are nearly all 
monopolies and are not regulated directly by competition, the 
amount that they spend and that the customers have to pay for can 
be held down only by the government regulating bodies, which 
don’t appear to apply much restraint. 


In all these areas, it is a m atter of degree, of extent. In the case 
of candidates, it is essential that the voters know who and what they 
are voting for. It is probable that the press may need sup­ 
plementing during the campaigns. At times and in some places, it 
may be necessary also that after election those elected supplement 
the newspaper and television report. And so it may go for govern­ 
ment agencies and the public utilities. But as things stand, there is 
no limit controlled by those of us who must in the end pay the bills. 


The office holders, the agency officials, the utilities all look out 
for themselves. Who looks out for us?

I am a social drinker, but I 
do wake up with a terrible 
hangover that almost ruins the 
day’s work. 
I have tried the olive oil bit, 
but nothing seems to help. I 
keep changing my drinks so I 
can’t identify the exact cause. 
Is there any medical or chem 
ical way to prevent these hang 
overs?

Dear Mr. C.: 
I’m sure that all my readers 
have already thought of the 
ideal answer—that is, give up 
alcohol. 
Certainly that is the most 
sensible and most effective way 
of avoiding the unpleasant and 
devitalizing effects 
of hang­ 
overs. 
In a way, this advice is no 
different from the advice you 
would be given if you were 
told that you were allergic to 
eggs. You would be told to stay 
away from eggs. 
People who are allergic react 
to small quantities of the of 
fending substance, with symp­ 
toms of nausea, headache, fa 
tigue, dizziness, and stomach 
irritation. 
These 
symptoms 
resemble 
the symptoms of an alcoholic 
hangover following even small 
quantities of alcohol. 
There may be a particular 
substance in the manufacture 
of the alcohol you drink that 
you may be particularly sensi­ 
tive to. 
It is for this reason that mod­ 
erate drinkers may be more 
comfortable 
with 
one 
drink 
than another, for example, vod 
ka rather than with bourbon, or 
vice versa. 
Usually, 
people 
find 
out 
about their allergy to alcohol 
through Inal and error, and 
learn to avoid particular drinks 
that cause reaction.

I have 
been attending some of these 
meetings and I’m sorry to say 
that I was more than disap­ 
pointed with what I saw. It has 
been my understanding that the 
duties of the m em bers of the 
Board of Supervisors were to 
make decisions and plans that 
would benefit the County. This is 
not so. In my opinion, some of

m ake 
decisions 
from 
political 
pressures applied to them and 
not from sound and intelligent 
judgment. 
There 
is 
political 
friction within the Board and 
this affects the well-being and 
economy of this County and its 
people. This is not right. 
Right now, the B oard is 
refusing to support the Com­ 
munity Action Agency. 
This 
agency is bringing jobs and 
federal funds to the County — 
not from county property taxes, 
but from federal income taxes. 
The Community Action Agency 
presents an oppoi tunity to bring 
some of this money back to this 
County. One might say: “Well, it 
still comes from taxes.” This is 
true, but right now these funds 
are appropriated and if they 
don’t go to this County, they will 
go elsewhere. 


One board member has stated 
“This is a county town and we 
don’t want it changed.” What 
does this mean? That we don’t 
want federal agencies? Maybe 
we should get rid of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, the 
U.S. Forest Service, and the new 
federal work program, etc. 
It was also stated that “ if I 
don’t have control, I don’t want 
anything to do with it.” The 
Community Action Agency is 
controlled 
by

B oard 
of 
Directors. The membership of 
this Board of Directors is made 
up as follows: 
1-3 Board of 
Supervisors representatives, 1-3

This ap­ 
pears to me to be a good cross 
section of control. 
Why the 
Board of Supervisors, which is 
composed of four ranchers and 
one retired businessman, should 
have complete control of this 
agency or the county in general 
is a mystery to me.

cemetery at 3:00 a.m. to get the 
sprinklers going to keep the 
lawns green. I know, because he 
use to take me out there with 
him. They now can do it with 
just several large sprinklers. 
They use to keep the trees nice 
and trimmed and it looked like a 
show place. The entrance into 
the cem etery was nice and clean 
and all the trees were dug 
around there were no weeds. 
Have you been out to the 
cemetery lately? 
If not you 
should take a few minutes of 
your busy life and take a ride out 
there and look at the cemetery 
yourself. 
The 
entrance 
into 
the 
cemetery looks like a weed 
patch. I was under the im­ 


pression when Bidwell gave the 
city or county the right away 
into the cem etery, that they 
were to keep it up. 
Now they have power mowers 
and a law that no plastic flowers 
are to be placed on the graves, 
so that the attendantsjdcn’L.Kave 
to take the time to remove the 
flowers and the tomb stones all 
have to be flat. So what does this 
mean? It means that they can 
now cut ail the grass, without 
getting off of the mower and let 
the clippings of the grass fly 
right up on the tomb stones, so 
that you can’t read the names on 
the stones.

Up in arm s all you radicals and start protecting some of your 
fishing waters. Especially you, Flecklin, Ramsey, Spencer, and 
others who like to bass fish close to home. Not to mention a lot of 
local kids. 
Yesterday as I was passing on the freeway behind the Bethel 
Temple located on Gilmore and Antelope Blvd. I observed one of 
the most sickening sights that could affect any fisherman or fish. 
Caterpillars, dredgers, dozers and land scrapers are proceeding to 
literally destroy in the nam e of progress one of the finest bass and 
bluegill fish ponds around Red Bluff. 
For years we have kept this pond kind of a secret known only to 
those locals who have fished and enjoyed it. Perhaps because it was 
so close to town and the freeway, no one ever considered it being a 
favored bass spot. 
The little water I speak of is located about 100 yards due 
southeast of the Bethel Temple and readily visible from the i 
freeway overpass. Bass to six pounds have been taken from this 
pond. Now we fear it to be doomed. I was so sick when I saw that 
equipment I didn’t care to inquire further as its fate is obvious. All I 
can say is a lot of Red Bluff youngsters enjoyed this pond and ac­ 
tually learned to fish there. 


It really seems nice to note the many Lesser Scaup (bluegills) 
rafting on the lake. During the daytime I notice a greater number 
of them rafting on the Diamond National Log Pond. Yesterday I 
observed numerous Canvasback rafting also. That mill noise and 
activity must give them security. 
I’m sure Emil Veltrie or Roy Berridge may be feeding them 
choice grain or vita bark. Any chance Emil will build a duck blind 
on that pond? They really look great out there. 
Each year we have observed more and more northern birds in 
this area and mostly divers due to the deeper waters. By the way 
Roy, Betty Smith of Berkeley said to tell you hello the last time she 
and Ritchie were up here fishing with me. 
Steelhead fishing over that rainy Christmas weekend proved to 
be productive for a good many anglers which included Earl 
Hedlund with an 8V2 pounder, Don Johnson with a seven, and Bill 
Villa with three seven pounders plus others on three separate days 
all on Battle Creek. 
Sammy Foey landed two 3 pounders in the river and lost a 90 
pounder. You figure that one out. Several salmon were taken below 
the dam but pressure was light and to deduct any type reasonable 
census would be futile. Go out and try it. After the rains it slowed up 
somewhat. 
The next item on the agenda is a little m atter we must present 
to you. Now that you steelheaders have been fishing most of the 
season and have filled your bellies with fish meat and stocked the 
freezer up with a few, how about now gently (don’t throw like a 
jackass who didn’t care) return them to the waters from which 
taken. Especially the females. 
It has been indicated that the take of steelhead at Coleman is 
very low and I have been rather ignorant to find out until just 
recently and to advise you of this. Most of the females will be quite 
ripe and can produce many more fish for us so how about it? 
Return a few or even the only one you catch. I can assure you it 
will give you a good feeling and St. Peter will reward you at the 
gates of heaven. . . 
Alas we reach the end of 1971 all too fast as we grow older 
wondering how many more fishing seasons will hold for us. I have 
thought of many New Y ear’s resolutions but seem to return to the 
old things we seem to love most and perhaps can be more ex­ 
pressed in the following verses. . . .

Actor Responds

LUBBOCK, Tex. (AP) — 


Texas Tech University is 
seeking a patent on a processed 
developed here using a con- 
tinuous belt of cotton to remove 
polluting oil slicks from the 
oceans and oil from beaches. 


The process resulted from 


researchers' hunt for more uses 
for cotton. 
The process involves a con- 


tinuous belt moving down into 
the water just below the surface, 
picking up the polluting oil and 
conveying it back to a roller 
mechanism which squeezes the 
oil into a container. 


The mechanism and concept 


was developed by Dr. Robert F. 
Johnson, 
director 
of 
the 


Chemical Processes Laboratory 
in the Textile Research Center. 


"This belt-like matrix on a 


large scale," Johnson said, 
pointing to the working model, 
"could be made to remove oil 
from sea or lake water, be 
squeezed free from the oil on a 
barge, then returned to the 
water to absorb another load of 
oil. 


"Such a continuous cyclic 


removal system would be a 
great advance over the labrious 
manual methods which up to 


now have been most frequently 
used Additionally, disposal by 
burning or burying as in the case 
of oil soaked straw would no 
longer be necessary." 


These cotton matncs also 


cculd be used to cover and 
protect portions of beaches 
threatened by oil slicks, or even 
to clean up beaches already 
fouled. Johnson said. 


Johnson said oil is absorbed 


onto 
fibers 
rapidly, 
and 


relatively little water is picked 
up. After oil is absorbed on fiber, 
it can be almost completely 
removed by simply running the 
fiber through squeeze rolls 


Johnson said his pilot plant 


using a six-inch wide cotton belt 
running at 33 feet per minute 
will pick up 545 pounds of oil an 
hour. On a full scale rig mounted 
on the front of a barge having a 
72-inch belt, 785 gallons of oil per 
hour should be recovered. 


Current research indicates 


that the capacity can be in- 
creased to about 2,000 gallons 
per hour 


"This would make it 10 times 


more effective than any other

the moon," a project scientist

Mariner 9, in orbit around 


Mars since Nov. 13, took the 
television picture on Dec 17 just 
south of the planet's equator. It 
was relayed from an altitude of 
4,000 miles 


The picture shows a series of 


parallel ridges jutting from a 
slowly subsiding dust storm. 
The ridges appear to stretch 
hundreds of miles across Mars 
at about 3'. miles above the 
planet's mean etevation. They 
appear to be broken by valleys 
l'/2 miles wide. 


Scientists said there was no 


chance the ridges could be the

"canals," because the ridges 
are too small to be seen through 
telescopes from earth. 


As an indication that a dust

Seek A Patent To 
Remove Oil Slicks 


LUBBOCK, Tex.

developed here using a con­ 
tinuous belt of cotton to rem ove 
polluting oil slicks from 
the 
oceans and oil from beaches. 
The process resulted from 
research ers’ hunt for m ore uses 
for cotton. 
The process involves a con­ 
tinuous belt moving down into 
the w ater just below the surface, 
picking up the polluting oil and 
conveying it back to a roller 
m echanism which squeezes the 
oil into a container. 
The m echanism and concept 
was developed by Dr. R obert F. 
Jo h n so n , 
d ire c to r 
of 
the 
Chem ical Processes Laboratory 
in the Textile R esearch Center. 
“ This belt-like m atrix on a 
la rg e s c a le ,” Jo h n so n said , 
pointing to the working model, 
“ could be m ade to rem ove oil 
from sea or lake w ater, be 
squeezed free from the oil on a 
barge, then returned to 
the 
w ater to absorb another load of 
oil. 
“ Such a 
continuous 
cyclic 
rem oval system would be a 
great advance over the labrious 
m anual m ethods which up to 


now have been m ost frequently 
used^ Additionally, disposal by 
burning or burying as in the case 
of oil soaked straw would no 
longer be necessary.” 
These 
cotton 
m atrics 
also 
could be used to cover and 
p ro te c t p o rtions of b each es 
threatened by oil slicks, or even 
to clean up beaches already 
fouled, Johnson said. 
Johnson said oil is absorbed 
onto 
fib e rs 
ra p id ly , 
and 
relatively little w ater is picked 
up. A fter oil is absorbed on fiber, 
it can be alm ost com pletely 
rem oved by simply running the 
fiber through squeeze rolls. 
Johnson said his pilot plant 
using a six-inch wide cotton belt 
running at 33 feet per m inute 
will pick up 545 pounds of oil an 
hour. On a full scale rig m ounted 
on the front of a barge having a 
72-inch belt, 785 gallons of oil per 
hour should be recovered.

Never-Before-Seen 
Ridges On Mars 


PASADENA (AP) — A series 
of m ountain ridges “ wrinkled 
like an elephant’s hide, but. . . 
uniquely M artian,” has been 
p h o to g rap h e d by a c a m e ra 
a b o a rd 
the 
M a rin e r

spacecraft, a scientist says. 
“ W e’ve never seen anything 
like this on either the earth or 
the m oon,” a project scientist 
said 
W ednesday 
a t 
the 
Je t 
Propulsion Laboratory, which is 
conducting the ca m era probe of 
the red planet. 
M ariner 9, in orbit around 
M ars since Nov 
13, took the 
television picture on Dec. 17 just 
south of the planet’s equator. It 
w as relayed from an altitude of 
4,000 miles. 
The picture shows a series of 
parallel ridges jutting from a 
slowly subsiding dust storm . 
The ridges appear to stretch 
hundreds of m iles across M ars 
a t about 3Vfe m iles above the 
p lanet’s m ean elevation. They 
ap p ear to be broken by valleys 
V/z m iles wide. 
Scientists said there w as no 
chance the ridges could be the 
now 
d isco u n ted 
M a rtia n 
“ canals,” because the ridges 
a re too sm all to be seen through 
telescopes from earth. 
As an indication that a dust 
storm on the planet is subsiding, 
scientists noted that the region 
photographed w as com pletely 
covered by dust three w eeks 
before the picture was taken. 
JP L officials said they plan to 
fire M ariner 9’s rocket engines 
today to raise the spacecraft’s 
orbit higher so they can m ap 
m ore of the planet.

The effort would supplem ent

barriers the topic of negotiations 
begun as part of the agreem ent

nations for currency revaluation 
and m onetary reform. 
The report was prepared by 
P eter 
G. 
Peterson, 
special 
presidential assistant for in­ 
ternational economic policy, at 
President Nixon’s request. 
The hook-length docum ent has 
been 
used 
in 
briefing 
the 
President, 
Cabinet 
m em bers 
and other high officials, but 
Peterson em phasized that its 
proposals 
“ are 
still 
in 
the 
development 
and 
evaluation 
stage.” 
In a survey of overseas ob­ 
stacles

presum ably would be m ajor 
targets of Am erican negotiators 
in the current talks — the paper 
accuses the European Common

For Payroll Checks 
Begins Next Year 


SAN FRANCISCO 
(AP) — 
E arly 
next 
year 
banks 
in 
California will offer big em ­ 
ployers and their em ployes a 
com puterized system in which 
employes won’t get paychecks 
but instead will have their pay, 
deposited autom atically in their 
bank account. 
The plan is voluntary, and no 
one expects to see a headlong 
rush to join. 
The plan is sim ilar to the 
service banks have offered since 
1962 in which utility and other 
regular 
bills 
m ay 
be 
autom atically 
paid 
from 
a 
depositor’s account if he wishes. 
Is this the beginning of a 
“cashless society” which has 
been talked of? 
Not at all, says Russ Fenwick, 
chairm an of a 10-bank com ­ 
m ittee which has been working 
on the cashless payroll plan 
since 1968. 
“ There are m any things for 
which all of us always will need 
cash,” says Fenwick. 
The 
difference 
with 
the 
cashless payroll plan is that it, 
will be offered statewide 


If an em ploye authorizes it, 
his em ployer would feed his 
payroll tape to the com puter in 
the em ployer’s bank, which then 
autom atically would credit any 
em ployes who are depositors. 
For em ployes who do business 
at other banks, the tape would 
be sent to the Federal Reserve 
Bank clearing house just as 
paychecks are now, and from 
there the FRB would transm it 
pertinent entries to w hatever 
banks em ployes designate.

movements." It is not intended 
to right every wrong, he argued. 
He took a narrow view of his own 
prerogatives and paid deop 
respect to tradition. 


Harlan's

precedent was so strong that his 
own dissension from a decision 
that became law would not 
prevent him from allowing the 
majority decision to apply to 
other situations even though his 
views had not changed. 


In his last major opinion last 


May, Harlan combined with five 
other judges in rejecting attacks 
on the way juries apply the 
death penalty.

Concern At Last For Antarctic Pollution; 
Conscience Is Greatly Diminishing Insults

goes, m an pollutes, and this 
pristine white continent has not 
escaped 
the consequences of 
hum an exploration. 
But 
now 
an 
anti-pollution 
conscience

dim inishing the insults that man 
has been w reaking on this en­ 
vironm ent. 
F o r 14 y ears a t this m ain U.S. 
base 
in 
A ntarctica, 
trash, 
garbage, 
beer 
cans, 
plastic 
containers, old tires, abandoned 
m achinery have been floated out 
to sea on m elting ice floes, soon 
to sink to the bottom of Mc- 
Murdo Sound. 
In places, divers report, the 
seabed is becom ing a highway of 
litter that crow ds sponges out of 
living space. 
F or 14 years, raw sew age has 
been piped into the Sound, close 


to the shoreline of Ross Island. 
This 
sum m er 
season, 
a 
$175,000 incenerator capable of 
burning 600 pounds of m aterial 
per hour is going into action. 
Next 
sum m er 
a 
sewage 
treatm ent plant, costing $225,000 
and using chem icals and bac­ 
teria, 
is

This station is on land that lies 
tree of snow in sum m er when it 
is w inter in the United States so 
landfill sites are being sought 
for com pacted cans and other 
non-burnable trash.

Harland was heir to the legal 
thinking of the late Justice Felix 
Frankfurter and ideological 
opposite of Justice Hugo L. 


Black,

ironically preceded his own by 
six days. Black died Sept. 17, 
eight 
days 
after 
his

retirement. 
Harlan said in 1964 that the 
Supreme Court was 
not 
“a 
general 
haven 
for 
reform 
m ovem ents.” It is not intended 
to right every wrong, he argued. 
He took a narrow view of his own 
p rerogatives and paid deep 
respect to tradition. 


H arlan’s 
ob servance 
of 
precedent was so strong that his 
own dissension from a decision 
that became law 
would not 
prevent him from allowing the 
majority decision to apply to 
other situations even though his 
views had not changed. 


In his last major opinion last 
May, Harlan combined with five 
other judges in rejecting attacks 
on the way juries apply the 
death penalty. 
In the Pentagon papers case, 
he was one of three dissenters in 
the decision to allow the New 
York Times and the Washington 


Post to resume their articies on 
the once top-secret documents. 
And last June, he sided with 
the majority in a 5-4 decision 
that erased a California youth’s 
conviction for wearing 
in a 
courthouse a jacket bearing an 
obscene slogan. 


“While the particular four- 
letter word being litigated here 
is perhaps more distasteful than 
most others of its generation, it 
is nevertheless often true that 
one man’s vulgarity is another’s 
lyric,” he wrote. 


Harlan was born in Chicago on 
May 20, 1899. He received a 
b achelor’s 
degree 
in 
jurisprudence from Princeton 
U niversity 
in 
1923 
and 
a 
m aster’s degree at Oxford. He 
earned his law degree from New 
York Law School in 1924. 


While working as a corporate 
lawyer in New York in 1954, he 
was chosen as a member of the 
U. S. Court of Appeals. The 
following year he went to the 
Supreme Court.

Californians aged 18 to 21 under 
a new law making them full 
fledged adults. 
For the first time, an 18-year- 
old could write you a traffic 
ticket, 
obtain credit, 
sign 
a 
contract or file for bankruptcy. 
It’s not likely, but California 
could 
have 
an 
18-year-old 
governor after 1974 and you 
could 
be 
reading 
about 
m aneuvers 
of 
teen-age 
law m akers 
in 
the 
state 
legislature. 
You soon can legally 
buy 
insurance from an 18-year old 
agent. 
Your 18-year-old offspring 
could go to court and change his 
name without your permission. 
You won’t be spilling your 


troubles 
to 
an 
18-year-old 
bartender, though. 
The new age-of-majority law 
passed by the 1971 legislature to 
take effect March 4 allows those 
aged 18 to 21 to — in legal theory 
at least — do just about anything 
that any adult can do legally, if

change the C alifornia Con­ 
stitution’s prohibition of alcohol 
consumption for those under 18.

P relim in ary figures from 
State Welfare Director Robert 
Carleson say the state could 
save up to $30 million annually 
because of the new law. 
Carleson figures about 29,000 
young persons will be knocked 
off the Aid to Fam ilies with 
Dependent Children program. If 
you’re an adult, you’re not a 
child 
and 
therefore 
ca n ’t 
qualify, Carleson says. 
Another effect: 
It will 
be 
possible for 18-year-olds to 
establish a legal residence in the 
co lleg e 
town. 
That 
m eans 
student political clout in local 
politics. Let’s say 5,000 young 
people vote for a 
particular 
council candidate in a city of 
30,000. Unless there’s a deter­ 
mined counter-campaign, any 
candidate with that bloc of votes 
in his pocket will probably win. 
Out-of-state 
students 
can 
move to California, establish

residence 
and 
avoid 
paying out-of-state fees at the 
University of California.
